Upon the carefulness and thorough 
ness of the spraying Is dependent to a 
large extent the successful control of 
tbe blight. 

Demonstration plots sprayed by the 
experimenter according to the above 
scheme came through the season In 
first class sbi'pe and were almost en- 
tirely free from blight nt harvest time.

pounds. The hogs showed a gain of 
sc k s pounds of port per ton of alfalfa 
hay fed. The same weight of grain 
lh.it was worth ?l fed alone drought 
$|.4Q when fed with the alfalfa. 

At the Nebraska expeiiment station 
h. sj ■ t 'ttenod on train alone ninth- < <>rn 
worth 77 rents a bushel, ami when al 
fa I fa hay was fed with the grain the 
Cfjri drought ?l |ht bushel. 

In a careful ex|»erlmeut made by 
Professor U. J. K Inzer at the Kansas 
expeiiment station with fattening bogs 
fed corn and alfalfa hay lt>0 pounds of 
alfalfa hay sated ninety >ix pounds of 
corn, n ml lie estimated that 1.520 
pounds of |H>rk were produced from the 
alfalfa hay from each acre. 

QfajWlM |"lg* should have constant 
a.vess lo alfalfa hay whenever pas 
turo cannot be furnished. It saves 
grain, lessens the cost of feeding, ftir- 
ni-lx-s exartly the materials needed 
for developing hone. Ms* le mid the 
vital organ*, makes more of the grain 
dtl W t ib tt . stimulates the appetite and 
keeps the Im»wcIs active. 

Alfalfa Is much the best hay for 
hogs, although the hay from any leg- 
ume makes profitable hog feed bay 
from Canadian Held |»eas. the c lovers, 
< ow peas and peanuts. Hay from tim- 
othy red top and similar grasses has 
little value as hog feed. The leaves of 
early cut corn fodder cured green and 
sorghum cut when the seeds are lu 
milk make good hay for hogs, although 
not nearly equal in fovdiug value to 
the hays previously recommended 

The leaf of the hay is the valuable 
part for the hog feed; the steins nre 
too woody and are detrimental in any 
plant which Is used to make hay for 
hogs. The plant should Ik? cut when 
It has the most leaves and Is In the 
best feeding condition and the hay 
cured in a w ay to preserv e I he leaves 
us green and fresh as possible. 

Fattening hoys n 1 only a moderate 

quantity of hay. enough so that they 
will consume seven to eight pounds of 
leaves with each bushel of grain. 
Breeding bogs and growing pigs should 
have every day wbeu not on pasture 
all the hay they will eut. consuming 
the leaves only. 

Hog raisers are often ad\ .sed t 

or grind the hay or lo cut and soak it. 
The hay should l»e fed whole and dry. 
The stems are too woody to be digesti- 
ble aud are detrimental to the other 
feeds. Is a careful test conducted by 
the writer there was a loss of over 4 
per < ent from grinding alfalfa hay for 
hogs.- II.

Look Ou: For Cabbage Flier. 

Lettuce, radishes and onions will re- 
quire careful watching in early spring 
to prevent the ravages of cabbage ilies. 
l'bey are so small us to easily cscaps 
notice, and the tirst suspicion of their 
presence will be the disappearance of 
tbe young plants Just us they are nice- 
ly started. misting liberally with soot, 
wood ashes or nlr slaked lime will 
prevent their work, but it should lie 
done as sooji as the plants appear 
ibove grouud. 

Fertilizing the Muskmelon. 

The New Jersey experiment station 
•ect'.red an Increase In yield of 115 per 
cent by the use of lou to 200 pouuds 
9f nitrate ot soda per acre. Half the 
fertilizer was iipplled at pluntiug time 
lbout the t ills and worked into tho 
toil and the remainder about three 
weeks later Dried IiIimmI and sulphato 
af ammonia used iu the sumo manner 
were a little laaj effective, but increas- 
ed the yie'd from 87 to 91 per ceut

Points on Swine Raising. 

To get the best results from swine 
growing tbe selection and care of tbe 
brood sow are in)|»ortnnt factors, aud 
the same Is true with the boar. Tbe 
best Is uoue too good. It is well 
enough for the general farmer to keep 
grades, but be should avoid scrubs If 
be expects to make a profit. Sows 
that produce a large litter of strong 
pigs are the ones to keep for stock 
raising. If after having two or three 
Utters at the most she does not prove 
her ability as a breeder. If she does 
not show good motherly traits and de- 
velop into a good milker, dispose of 
her. 

Much depeuds upon the sire. We 
look to him for improvement and 
should expect It. aud even though an 
extra good one may cost a few dollars 
more it is a good investment. 

Most farmers have a preference for 
a certain breed of bogs. Oue may 
choose any of the more |>opular breeds 
without making very much of a mis- 
take. When corn Is tbe main crop the 
bog that can lay on fat and couvert 
food Into mouey with the best econo- 
my will continue to be tbe choice of 
the feeder. Among the high grades of 
any breed there are much variation 
and plenty 01 room for Improvement. 



Dual Purpose Sheep. 

Tbe day of the single purpose sheep 
is clearly past. The breeder who will 
not meet competition based U|»on a 
combination of fleece and carcass is 
facing certaiu defeat. This has beeu 
recognized by the large sheep Interests 
of the country for *4iumber of years, 
and under preseut coudltions it is 
equally applicable to flocks kept under 
farm conditions. Tbe foundation of 
the herd should be well graded ewes 
which will shear a fairly heavy fleece 
and at the same time produce a lamb 
which will fatten readily and dress out 
a good percentage of high class mut- 
ton. Selection and breeding should In- 
clude these two objecta.

I Ins is not sympathetic treatment. 
A baby has a multitude of reasons 
for expressing distress, and is quite 
clever enough to vary its crying 
according to its reason. If adults 
were forcibly fed, or violeutly joun- 
ced up and down, or stripped antl 
searched every tunc they grumbled, 
this would be a bad world to live in. 
Yet this is the treatment meted out 
to small babies who cannot talk 
bat k, or thump the table, or go out 
and l>ang the door. 

It is the duty of each mother to 
study her baby's cry as if it were a 
little foreign language. It is true, 
she will soon hear the try which 
Mfti "Imi'i it about feeding time?" 
and the on.' that says, "I wish you 
would be more < areiul when \ou 
dros me," and the one that simply 
s for human companionship; but 
she will also hear and learn to recog- 
nize many others. 

The cry foi food usually begins 
as a sort of fretful, peevish whimper, 
soon rising, as the baby's sense of 
outrage grows, to a loud, angry 
protest; but this cry is not in place 
except at meal time. Sometimes 
t means that a very smart baby is 
trying to enforce its will in spite of 
rules. In such a case the rules must, 
>f course, be kept, but it is only 
fair to see if thirst is the trouble. 
\ baby has just as much right to a 
drink of water as any one else, aud 
the drink is just as good for it. 

fretful crying with restlessness at 
sleeping time generally means over- 
feeding; the baby is suffering -from 
indigestion, and more food is not 
likely to be the remedy. , 

A loud cry, accompanied with 
squirming and drawing up of the 
legs, means some sort of pain in the 
abdomen, and no one could take 
the explosive cry of anger or fright 
for anything but what il is.

Scabies. 

A more common but less cuphon 
ious name of this trying affection is 
the itch. This name is most apt, 
for it would be difficult to mention 
anything in the way of a skin disease 
that causes more intense aud violent 
itching. It is due to the presence 
in the skin of a mite called acarus 
scabiei or sarcoptes hominis, a 
very minute creature, hardly more 
'hn visible to the naked eye. v C t 
; deiful and mtricat ... i- 
ii icture. 

It is only the female that gives 
trouble, the male being an inoffens 
ivc creature enough. The mite 
botes into the skin and then cats her 
way along under the surface, laying 
her eggs in the burrow she has made. 
They are then kept warm by the 
unwilling victim and hatched out in 
due course in this human incubator. 

The mite is not at all grateful, 
however, for this tender care given 
to her young. She shows her in- 
gratitude by emitting an irritant 
fluid, which causes the annoying 
itching. 

The suffering occurs chiefly at 
night. The hands and wrists are 
the parts most affected, especially 
the inner sides ot the fiugers; but 
other parts may become involved by 
being scratched or rubbed by the 
hands. No social class is exempt 
from the disease, although, as in all 
parasitie diseases, the dirty and care 
less are those most liable to iufec 
tioti. 

The disease is contagious, being 
acquired by tujre or less close con- 
tact with those who have it as in 
schools or families, or from clothing 
or bed linen. This explains why 
one who has been cured frequently 
suffers a teliose. The clothing, 
especially the gloves and the pockets 
contaiu the mites, which take the 
earliest opportunity to leave these 
uncongenial quarters and seek again 
the comfortable skin. 

The only treatment of any avail 
is that which kills the mites and 
destroys the burrows filled with their 
eggs. This is effected by scrubbing 
the skin with a hard brush and 
strong soap-suds, followed by the 
application of sulphur m some form. 
The treatment should always be 
carried out by a physician, for 
considerable judgment is required 
to make the applications effectual, 
yet not so euergetic or so long con 
tiuued as to set up an iuflamatiou 
of the skin. 

To prevent recurrence, all the 
affected members of a family or 
school should be treated at the 
same time, for one left untreated is 
almost sure to reinfect those who 
h ive been cured. All under* lollum; 
and bed linen should be thoroughly 
boiled, and outer clothing dry- 
cleaned or baked. As an additional 
precaution, the- in?i les of the pockets 
sbould be irom ri with a very hot 
iron.

These so called winter 
spores are distributed in May or June, 
causing another new set of Infection*, 
i It Is thus evident that the knot may 
cnuso new Infections for two years Id 
succession. These knots are not caus- 
ed bj insect*, as is very often sup- 
posed. 

The most satisfactory means of con- 
trolling this disease consists of a sur- 
gical operation -namely, removal of ail 
limbs and twigs bearing knots, cutting 
nt least three or four Inches below the 
knot In every case. The proper time 
for cutting out the knots is early In 
the spring, say not later than May. 
aud again in the fall as aoou hs the 
leaves are off the trees. 

Permanent relief from the trouble 
cannot be expected unless an efTort is 
made to eradicate the disease from the 
entire neighborhood, at least for con- 
siderable distances In the direction of 
the prerailiug winds. Old cherry and 
plum treos should be very carefully 
pruned out and put In shape or else 
cut down and destroyed. All knots 
should be burned promptly after cut- 
ting from the tree.

In the north it Is hardly safe to plant 
cucumbers until the middle or last of 
May.

C. J. Norwood, Chief Inspector 
of Mines, has submitted his annual 
report for the calendar year of 1910. 
The report in part is as follows: 

"For statistical purposes, the 
Kentucky coal fields arc divided in 
to three districts, namely: The 
Western, which includes all counties 
in the western coalfield, the South 
crn, which includes Pell, Harlan, 
Jackson, Knox Laurel, I'd 1 ask i , 
Rockcastle, Wayne and Whitney 
counties, and the Northeastern, 
which at present includes all other 
counties in the Kastcrn coalfield. 

"The coal statistics reported by 
this office refer only to the mines, 
which term includes not only ship 
ping mines but such of those that 
employ an average of more than five 
persons underground as are of com- 
mercial importance locally. The 
number of the latter mines is quite 
small. 

The production of commercial 
coal for the calendar year, 1910, 
amounted to 14,720,011 short tons 
This was by far the largest output 
known in the annals of mining in 
the state. Of the total amount, 
76,108 tons were of canncl, produc- 
er? b- r-.lncsin Bell, Breathitt, John- 
vlorgan counties.

A large part of the inc rease in the 
Western district was due to strikes 
in Indiana and Illinois, which 
widened the northward market for 
Western Kentucky coal. The gains 
in the other districts were due chiefly 
to the increasing development of 
mining operations in the Kastern 
field. 

Compared with that for 1900, the 
output tor 1910 shows a gain of 9,- 
699,336 tons, or an increase of over 
193 per cent, in annual production 
within the ten years. The increase 
over 1905 was 6.670,363 tons or a 
gain of 83 per cent, in yearly out- 
put within the last five >ears. 

The advance made by the North- 
eastern district in the last five years 
is significant. In 1905 the produc- 
tion amounted to only 577, 630 tons, 
in 1907 it reached a million tons; 
and in 1910 it passed the two million 
mark. The prospect is that one 
company in that district will alone 
be putting out four million tons per 
annum at an early day. 

While it is very questionable 
whether the production for the year 
191 1 will equal that of 1910, devel 
opments under way in the Ktstern 
coalfield not only in the Big Sandy 
aud Kentucky River regions, but in 
the upper Cumberland region (Bell, 
Knox and Harlan counties.^ as well 
— indicate that the output for 1912 
will surpass it, should the Western 
district hold its own. 

Of the coal shipped from the 
Northeastern district, 1.533 tons 
I from the Big Sandy region ) were 
made into coke at Ashland. The 
total amount of coal converted into 
coke, therefore, was 98,066 tons. 

No better coals are sent to market 
from any mines than :.r* ^ro. lured 
in Keutucky, and yei, because of 
lack of manufacturing enterprises, 
the it crease in the home consump- 
tion is relatively slow. Of the out- 
put fo: 19 ic, 1,699,684 tons were 
reported as shipped to other states,

The banks of the ten leading 
counties, according to commercial 
output in 1910, was as follows: 
Muhlenberg, Hopkins, Bell, Whit 
Icy, Webster, I'ikc, Ohio, Knox, 
I tiion and Johnson. Muhlenberg 
has occupied first place since aud 
including 190S; up to that year 
Hopkins held the position contin- 
uously by a large margin, for more 
than thirty years. 

The progress of mining in Muh- 
lenberg during the last ten years has 
been notable. In 1900 the county 
409,581 tons; this grew to 1,044,402 
tons in 1905, and to 2,849,690 in 
1910. 

The total selling value of the com- 
nercial coal, at the mines, was $14,- 
541,004, giving an average value of 
99.79 cents a ton for the State. The 
average values, at mines, according 
to districts, were: For the Western, 
90.28 cents a ton, for the Southeast 
em, £1.1184; and for the North- 
eastern, $ 1.0670 a ton. 

The tonnage of commercial coal 
for 1910 was produced by 269 min 
ing concerns. The maximum num 
ber of persons employed immediate- 
ly at the mines was 25, 760, of whom 
20,742 were engaged underground. 
The avcr .,>- lumbi 1 wa* 21,162, of 
whom 17 worked undekfttWMC 
The year 1910, in the number of

THE PEAR BLIGHT. 

Considering I he fact that (here is 
probably no iiieii.t< e to apple and pear 
orchards that. Is so serious as pear 
I. light, it will be well to be ou the look- 
out for it as soon as the sap begins to 
llow, ns the blight In question is a bac- 
terial disease of the sap. It Is espe- 
cially Important to see that ull hold- 
over coses-lhat Is. cases In which the 
germs have kept alive during the win- 
ter season-are cut out before the sap 
begins to run so as to prevent their 
becoming sources of a spread of the 
disease by bees and other insects to 
the blossoms and tender twigs of other 
^reea of the same family. The pres- 
ence of dangerous cases of blight Is 
Indicated by a dark colored aud sweet- 
ish tasting ooze or sap which exudes 
from the cambium layer through the 
bark. The bees visit these places, very 
naturally, i;et their feet smeared with 
myriads nf the bacteria and as a re- 
sult are likely to infect a majority of 
the blossoms which they visit In the 
course of a day. In view of the fact 
that bees ofteu cover a territory in- 
cluded iu I radius of two miles, the 
possibility of a spread of the blight 
will thus be seen to be very great and 
emphasizes Ifcs. necessity of destroying 
completely and thoroughly every hold- 
over case. The wild hawlhorn and 
crab, belonging as they do to 1 he pome 
family, may l;.> sources of early infec- 
tion, and If su. h trees are in the neigh 
borhood they should be his|H'ctcd. Lat- 
er on if lives In the orchard are 
found to be infil led through the blos- 
som In the manlier fiullcated the only 
preventive measure known is cutting 
out with a knife well below the point 
of infection all diseased branches and 
limbs. After each cutting both the 
wound and knife should In? sterilized 
with a one one-thousandth solution of 
corrosive sublimate (mercuric chloride), 
which is a deadly poison, a-ul at the 
close of the day the |«trls cut away 
should be burned. Hy careful cutting 
a tree can often l»e saved even though 
the blight has got Into the trunk or 
has reached down into the roots. The 
lighting of the blight will l»e greatly 
simplified and the damage from It less- 
ened If all water sprouts are kept cut 
away well up into the head of the tree, 
p i: s titr,,,i_!i lucse that Infection Is 
ni<>st often !t well as most «|Qi • k'- 
ea tried to me main limbs nud trunk.

BUYING ALFALFA LAND. 
There nre many sections In the 
south where alfalfa will do well, nud 
it. goes without sayiug that land which 
will grow the legume is worth a good 
price. Notwithstanding this there nre 
some fa.ts In connection with the 
growing of alfalfa which it la well 
10 taht Into a.-cottnt. One of these is 
that It will not do well on land that 
Is not well drained, which means that 
a lot of land which U being sold to 
northern buyers as prime alfalfa land 
will not be worth n continental for 
this purpose until It Is drained. 
iXeither will alfalfa do well over a 
hardpan of any kind which comes 
too near the surface nor on a stiff 
clay subsoil. Weather conditions 
which are likely to prevail during the 
making of (he hay should nlso be 
taken Into account, rain and heavy 
dews being very detrimental to a 
cood OjMatty of hay. For this reason 
the drier <>r Irrigated sections of the 
west and southwest are preferable 
for alfalfa growing. We nre led to 
make the nltove remarks ns the result 
of a conversation with n friend who 
reeently was shown a lot of alfalfa 
hind In a southern state where the 
holes dug by lands crabs were visible 
in every direction. This simple fact 
showed that the water was too near 
the surface to make successful alfalfa 
growing possible.

RICE GROWING. 

Northern readers of these notes will 
be Interested In how rice Is raised 
in the southern states. A lonin soil 
with a good mixture of clay Is consid- 
ered best suited to this cereal, while 
the other conditions whl h make good 
rice land n to possibility of irrigation, 
complete drainage and a solidity at 
harvest time to permit the operation of 
heavy machinery. Itice land is pre- 
pared for (he seed as In the case of 
other cereals, and the l»est results are 
had with the drill, from one nnd a 
half to two bushels of seed being used 
per acre. When the rice plants are 
five or six Inches high the Held Is 
flooded with water to a depth of from 
one lo six inches. The water is kept 
on the Held until the rice gets In the 
dough, which is from ten to twenty 
days before It is ripe. The field Is; 
then drained by opeu ditches and al- 
lowed to dry. .after which the rice Is 
cut, shocked aud thrashed, as In the 
case of wheat or oats. In the last 
named step the speed of the cylinders 
Is reduced to prevent cracking or 
breakim; the grain The lice is known 
as "paddy"' ns It comes from the ma- 
chine nnd is then taken to the mill, 
where It Is hulled nnd polished.
